Men's Rugby makes it a 3-peat and heads to New Brunswick 


Concordia men’s rugby team won their third Straight QSSF championship defeating the McGill 
Redmen 11-10. The Stingers capped of their regular season with a standing of 6-1, defeating the 
Bishop's Gaiters in the semi-finals to advance to the finals. The game on Sunday, switched to a 
Loyola High School field due to poor field conditions at the stadium, was hard fought. McGill led the 
Stingers 10-8 for most of the second half, until center Mathieu Gartson kicked a penalty goal to put 
the Stingers ahead 11-10. With under a minute left in the game the Redmen had their own opportu- 
nity for a field goal but missed. Garston also had a penalty kick earlier in the game and Alfred Davis 
had Concordia’s lone try. 

This upcoming weekend the Stingers will travel to the Maritimes for two exhibiion games. 1: 
first game is on November 9 against St FX in Nova Scotia and the second game is on Novembe: 
in New Brunswick, against UNB.
